Selectmen, has requested the State Depart 
ment of Public Works to rebuild the remain 
ing portion of River road and also Jenkins 
road.

Investigation of . 
Water Shortage 


The possibility that construction of two 
artificial ponds in Andover by the C.C.C. 
may cause a shortage in the water supply at 
the North Reading state sanatorium is under 
investigation by Francis H. Kingsbury, 
engineer of the State Department of Public 
Health. 

Owners of summer cottages around Mar- 
tin’s pond, North Reading, have been regis- 
tering complaint for the past week that the 
waters of the pond have receded far below the 
usual summer level. It also is contended that 
exposed mud along the shores is causing un- 
pleasant odors and considerable discomfort. 
Dr. Carl C, MeCorrison, superintendent of 
the sanitarium, is fearful of a possible short- 
age of water at his institution because of the 
unusually low water level of Martin’s brook, 
the waters of which feed the sanitarium’s 
wells, located in a nearby meadow. 
Engineer Kingsbury has gone to North 
Reading to ascertain definitely the cause of 
the low water condition. Director Arthur D. 
Weston of the State Division of Sanitary 
Engineering said today that a glance at the 
map would indicate that the construction of 
the two artificial reservoirs at Andover might 
affect the natural flow of water into Martin's 
pond,

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A New Approach Needed 


That the P.W.A., the E.R.A. and the 
W.P.A. are doing little if anything to 
help the United States back to a perma- 
nent recovery is the only conclusion that 
could be drawn from a conversation that | 
we had this week with a representative 
of an iron-works firm who happened to 
be in town. The basic part of this firm’s 
trade is with the building trades, and the 
propagandists of the New Deal have 
always claimed that these particular 
trades would be helped considerably by 
the various projects started by the 
P.W.A. However, like so many of the 
policies of the present administration, 
this too seems to have proved futile, for 
the building trades have not picked up 
to a sufficient extent to bring the iron 
works firms out of the red. 

This conversation jibed very well with 
an editorial entitled, “Let's Begin with 
the Employer,”’ which appeared in the 
August third edition of the “ Banker and 
Tradesman.” It pleads for a more 
permanent recovery by giving permanent 
and not just temporary work. This 
would be accomplished by the R.F.C. 
which may give loans to private industry 
which in turn could give steady work. 

The editorial follows: 


The theme of this editorial is not going to 
be popular with some of the rabid advocates 
of “a new social order,” nor will it be popular 
with the type of person who is contented to 
remain on relief and let the politicians do his 
thinking for him. But—no matter how poorly 
expressed it may be—it is sound logic and 
God knows, we need a lot of that today. 

We are spending millions to put people to 
work at jobs that are, for the most part, 
creating nothing useful or permanent. When 
the money runs out, as it soon must, we will 
be no nearer the solution of unemployment 
and relief than when we began. And it is all 
because we are directing all our efforts 
toward the employee and none of them to- 
ward the employer, the one man who can 
really be counted upon to solve the problem 
of unemployment. 

An appalling proportion of the so-called 
relief funds now being spent, while admittedly 
yutting money into circulation, creates noth- 
ing which will ever be of value in insuring the 
permanent employment of the very people 
now being “helped.’’ Not only that, but in 
order to get this money for these non- 
productive projects, the various forms of 
government must lay heavier and heavier tax 
burdens upon business, thus making it more 
and more impossible for business to take up 
its normal burden of employment. Many a 
business today, aided by the temporary use 
of some of the money now going out in non- 
preductive projects, could create permanent 
juvs for many, many people. And the jobs so 
created would employ people in work for 
which they were fitted. They would not, as do 
these “projects,’’ put the brain worker to 
digging ditches, the skilled machinists at 
building roads and the architect or account- 
ant to cutting down trees. Jobs created by 
helping business get on its feet would be 
permanent jobs, jobs with a future, jobs in 
which a man could take pride and exercise 
his skill. 

The Government, apparently a bit alarmed 
over the “contentment” of many of those on 
dole or in some of these “ made”’ jobs, is now 
belatedly insisting that men take private 
jobs when offered. That's a good move, but it | 
isn’t enough. Business, otherwise known as 
the employer, needs some of the help that has 
heretofore been given almost exclusively to 
the employee. He needs money for machin- 
ery, for expansion, for rehabilitation, for 
promotional work. His quick assets may not 
warrant bank accommodation. He needs and 
merits help from other sources and he needs 
it quickly if he is to begin to co-operate in the 
solution of this unemployment problem. 

The Government already has the set-up 
to do this in the R.F.C. This governmental 
agency—one of the soundest and the least 
appreciated of all the agencies growing out of 
the great emergency—even has an industrial 
loan section. It can make the kind of loans | 
that business can translate into more and 
better employment, but at the present time 
little publicity is given to that fact. The 
average business executive doesn’t even know 
that such a possibility does exist, and (we 


don’t say this in a spirit of carping criticism) 
those that do know about it and apply for 
such aid, get discouraged over the red tape 
and delay involved, and throw up their 
hands. 

If the Government were, from now on, to 
lay less stress on making poor and temporary 
jobs on non-productive propositions, and do 
more to speed up aid to business and em 
ployers on a sound business basis through the 
R.F.C,, the unemployment situation would 
soon begin to take on a very different com- 
plexion.

Main Street Slumbers 

Did you ever see Main street about two 
o’clock in the morning? We hope you haven’t 
had to, or if you have had to, we hope that 
you were in the proper condition to actually 
see it. 

Our Main street is not what New Yorkers, 
Bostonians or even Lawrencians would call 
a particular busy thoroughfare even in the 
daytime. However, if you were comparing 
Main street at ten a.m. with Main street at 
two a.m., it’s really a Fifth avenue, a Wash- 
ington street or an Essex street. 

On either side are the lights which without 
the store window illumination seem particu- 
larly ineffective, but which at that time of the 
morning are more than is necessary. Over in 
Lawrence, you know, they blow out about 
two-thirds of their lights after midnight. 
Then half the stores have their awnings up, 
and half down. The theory behind awnings 
sometimes bothers us; when do you put them 
up and when down? We can see how awnings 
might well be left down overnight on the 
stores on the west side of the street, because 
the sun will be shining on those stores before 
the proprietors arrive, but there are plenty of 
awnings left down on the east side of the 
street, which cracks our theory in half. 

Sometimes a car will be parked beside the 
curb, with a few late go-to-beds and late 
getter-ups in it. Once in a while an arm of the 
law goes around with a flashlight checking 
up on the doors. Cars passing through the 
town are few and fast, with most of the 
traffic consisting of those huge trucks which 
take years off the life of our roads.

Meaning of ‘“‘Black Law” 

“Black law” was a name applied to 
any one of a series of laws, passed 
in yarlous border and northern states 
before the Civil war, sharply discrim- 
inating against free negroes who 
wished to emigrate to such states and 
become citizens thereof. Thus, in 
Some states, certificates of freedom 
were to be filed, negroes were to be 
rigidly excluded from the militia and 
from the publie schools, and no negro 
was to testify in cases in which any 
white man was directly Interested.

known. Some are signed, however. One of the 
examples bears the name Doyle. William M. 
S. Doyle also did silhouettes, or, as they were 
known before 1825, profiles, and an example 
of this kind of work by him is to be contrasted 
with his painting. There are also examples of 
both miniature and profile by Henry Wil- 
liams, a competent artist, to judge from his 
work, who probably turned to profile-making 
because it was less painstaking. less costly, 
popular, and therefore profitable. The com- 
mon fee was about twenty-five cents. 

Other profilists of the period are repre- 
sented. Moses Chapman was local; he was 
born in Boxford, is recorded for a time in 
Salem and Beverly, and then lived in Dan- 
vers, where he died. Nevertheless, he traveled 
about the countryside in search of sitters, and 
in one of his original advertisements, which is
